pany, of Des Moines, Iowa, and 
also with, the firm that put in the 
new exchange 
at 
Boonville and 
Marshall, in this state, is in the 
city with a proposition to the citi­ 
zens of Sedalia. 
He proposes to organize a mu­ 
tual company, each telephone user 
to hold one share of stock, 
and 
says the cost of service can be re­ 
duced to from $12 to $18 per year, 
and thus save thousands of dollars 
annually to Sedalia people.
